criminal 
prosecutions 
are in d in g er because former 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 
failed to follow the law on wire­ 
tap authorization.

cannot identify the threatened 
626 prosecutions. 
The Suprem e Court ruled 
unanimously Monday that evi­ 
dence obtained by the illegally 
a u th o rized w ire ta p s is 
in­ 
admissible. 
The departm ent, in a court 
filing, gave the figure of 626 
prosecutions involving organ­ 
ized crim e and narcotics cases 
H ow ever, sp o k e sm an Bob 
Stevenson said after the Su­ 
prem e Court decision that the 
departm ent only compiled that 
num ber and does not know 
which cases they represent 
“We don’t have the cases 
broken up. We ll have to can ­ 
vass the US. attorneys.” Ste­ 
venson said 
H ow ever, a n o th e r J u s tic e 
D e p a rtm e n t 
so u rce, 
w hen 
asked whether any m ajor cases 
w ould be thrown out as a result 
of the decision, responded. “Oh, 
yes. Definitely.” 
Another spokesman said the 
decision does not necessarily 
mean that all 626 prosecutions 
will be lost. "It may be that 
only some counts against an in­ 
d iv id u al re su lte d from the 
wiretaps. The evidence for the 
other counts could still stand," 
said Horace S. Webb. 
The high court said the de­

Italian Divorce Law 
To Remain on Books 


2 Sides Are Closer 
Mideast Negotiation

ROME <AP> — The over­

Apostol­ 
ic religion is the only religion of

privileges to agencies of the 
Church and Vatican employes 
The outcome of the referen­ 
dum was also a stinging rebuff 


to the Christian Democrats, 
Italy’s dominant party ever 
since World W ar II, and its sec-

P re m ie r A m in to re F a n fa n i, 
who led the party fight against 
the divorce law. 
The cam paign divided P re ­

Going Up Another $105 


• DETROIT (AP) — The price 
of General Motors vehicles is 
going up another $106, and the 
auto giant says it expects a 
substantial price increase for 
its 1975 models. 
GM said the hike brings the 
total price increase on the 
firm’s average car or truck to 
$394 since the 1974 model year 
began last September. 
The base price of the Chevro­ 
let Vega, GM’s hot-selling sub­ 
compact, was $2,237 last fall 
and $2,380 until this week. Now 
it will jump to $2,505, up $125 or 
5.25 per cent. 
The price hike was just over 
one per cent on all other mod­ 
els. including a $30 hike for the 
compact Chevy Nova. 
General Motors said the hike 
announced Monday would be 
the final base-price increase in 
the current model year. 
Federal Cost of Living Coun­ 
cil Director John T. Dunlop 
praised GM for “showing re­ 
straint” in its pricing boost, 
which amounted to an average 
1.9 per cent. 
Dunlop last week criticized 
Ford for a $141 average price 
increase and took Chrysler to 
task for an average boost of $99

problems and even changes in 
your menstruation pattern. In 
severe cases it can cause you to 
be sick to your stomach and 
have trouble eating. 
An overactive thyroid can 
also cause your heart to beat 
too fast, or to pound. Exercise 
tolerance can 
be greatly 
decreased/ It will also keep you 
from gaining weight even if you 
eat normally or sometimes 
more than is needed. 
There are ? lot of problems 
that can cause fatigue and 
weakness. Many of these, 
though, do not cause the feeling 
of being hot all the time.

Heating, Cooling Home 
From Sun Is Expensive 


COLUMBUS, Ohio <AP) - 
Engineers at Battelle Memorial 
Iastitute peg the cost of heating 
and cooling homes on power 
from the sun at some $8,000 
higher than conventional sys­ 
tems. 
But by 1985. the figure could 
be trimmed to $5,000, said 
James A. Eibling, manager of 
the institute solar energy pro­ 
gram. 
“It may be a close proposi 
tion,” Eibling says, if prices 
continue to soar for commonly- 
used fuels. 
Looking conservatively at the 
growth of solar heating for resi­ 
dential use, he says in the next 
decade demonstration projects 
probably w ill be limited to fed­ 
erally funded programs. 
A bill cosponsored by US. 
Rep. Chalmers P.Wylie. ROhio. 
G 
ssed in the House Feb. 14 to 
nd projects collecting sun 
power. 
The experiments will have to 
result in some improvements in 
the solar systems now on the 
drawing boards, the manager 
said 


“Even if you show a home­ 
owner that in 20 years he gets 
his money back from solar 
heating, it won’t make much 
difference,” he said. 
If solar systems are on the 
mass production lines by 1985. a 
favorable cost difference could 
exist, the Battelle expert said. 
Cost-cutting will have to be in 
materials, he said.

Legislators' Honoraria 


One of the prerequisites of being a m em ber of 
Congress is the opportunity to pick up income 
over salary by lecturing or speaking - for a fee 
Rep Wayne L. Hays, D-Ohio, wants to limit 
these fees or honoraria to no more than $500. plus 
expenses. He is on the right track, but not one 
which will lead to great appreciation from his 
colleagues 
It appears Hays’ annoyance with this often 
lucrative practice reached its breaking point 
when he learned that a freshman senator. Jam es 
G 
Abourezk. D-S.D,, has been pocketing as 
much as $10,000 for speaking at Arab-Ainerican 
testimonial dinners. Not bad for a freshman and 
the first Lebanese-American ever elected to the 
upper house. 
But his $49,000 last year was far short of the 
record set by Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey. D* 
Minn., in 1971 - $85,000. 
An unfair aspect of the whole svstem is that 


com m ittee chairm en and other more influential 
members of Congress, by virtue of their position, 
are most in demand and get the highest fees. And 
senators 
because ot their greater prestige — 
usually receive more than representatives. 


Rep. Hays is fairly confident that he can push 
his proposal through his House Administration 
Committee as an amendm ent to a bill to limit 
congressional cam paign spending. But on the 
floor and in the Senate, for it applies to both 
houses, the story may be different 


The lecturing legislators have had a good thing 
going for too long to give it up without extrem e 
reluctance. 
Some curb on fees and honoraria is logical and 
overdue. Legislators are well paid to legislate, 
not to go about making money on the side only 
because of their office and on many occasions on 
the public’s time 
It's All In How You Slice It 
Im aginative but ambiguous names for meat 
such as "His-and-Her Steak s,” “ P a ra d ise 
R oast’’ or “Charcoal Steak” are fast disap­ 
pearing into oblivion, thanks_to a most welcome 
new.

id en tificatio n -lab elin g 
program. 
The voluntary program, implemented on a, 
nationwide basis among meat retailers, reduces 
the number of names tor various retail cuts of 
beef, pork, veal and lamb from over 1.000 to 
approximately 300. It is a shopper's dream come 
true, especially for the young consumer un­ 
familiar with the subtleties of the meat counter 
or those new to an area who in the past have so 
often been confronted with a vast array of meats 
bearing regional names which sounded delicious 
but still failed to describe what was being pur­ 
chased. 
According to the National Live Stock and Meat 
Board, the majority of meat labels should now 
show: (1) the species of meat, (2) the primal 
area, or part of animal from which the meat was 
cut, and (3) the recommended retail name. An 
example would be a piece of meat identified as 
species “Beef,” primal cut "Rib” and the 
recommended retail name. “Eye Steak,” with 
the label reading: “Beef Rib-Eye Steak.” That 
sam e cut of meat used td be known by such 
diverse names as “Delmonico Steak,” “Beauty 
Steak” or “Spencer Steak,” in different parts of

the country and often in different stores in the 
sam e town 
The system of uniform meat labeling will 
elim inate confusion and make better buying 
decisions possible for the consumer. That is good 
news any way you slice it 


Life' Research 


S cien tists, confronted by new evidence 
resu ltin g from continuing research , have 
drastically altered their thinking with respect to 
the prevalence of life in the universe. This 
change in view has taken place since the 1950s. 
W hereas previously they thought life m ust be 
extrem ely rare, more and m ore now tend to 
believe it quite possible that life has evolved on 
many planets. One of the reasons for this change 
in thinking is the increasing evidence for the 
theorv of chemical evolution. 


E x p erim en ts have shown the chem ical 
building blocks of life could have been created in 
many ways. Within recent weeks laboratory 
studies at the University of M aryland have 
revealed that thunder and violent sea waves 
pounding on earth’s ancient shores could have 
produced 
m aterials 
from 
which 
life 
was 
spawned. 


The new evidence also suggests a "biological 
pathw ay,” a complex and interrelated series of 
reactions that occur within a living cell, may 
have taken place spontaneously on earth billions 
of years ago. 


The ongoing search for the “ how” of life 
continues to be one of the most fascinating facets 
of scientific research.

Sad Second Thoughts 


WASHINGTON - Let me 
come back to the presidential 
transcripts. Some sad second 
thoughts are in order. 
When I first wrote about the 
transcripts 10 days ago, I had 
read the first 500 pages of the 
Blue Book. The President. I 
said, em erges from its pages in 
pretty good shape. That judg 
ment was prem ature. When the 
1,300 pages are contemplated 
as a whole, and read in con­ 
junction with the President’s 
public statem ents, a regret­ 
tably different conclusion ap­ 
pears. 
WE ARE FACED with two 
questions about the President’s 
condui t. The first is a question 
of law : Was his conduct crim i­ 
nal? The second is a question of 
m o rality : Was his conduct 
wrong’* 
If the issue before the country 
were confined to the first ques­ 
tion. I would not be so troubled. 
These 1,300 pages settle that 
question: My President is not a 
crook. 
The 
m ost 
serious 
charges that have been raised 
against Mr. Nixon are that he 
twice suborned felony — first in 
the Ellsberg m atter in Califor­ 
nia. second in the burglary at 
the W atergate — and that he 
later obstructed justice by con­ 
spiring to cover up the unlawful 
conduct of his aides. 
T he 
record as 
to these 
charges adm ittedly is am bigu­ 
ous 
If one reads only an 
isolated passage here and 
there, an arguable case can be 
made that the President at 
least indirectly commissioned 
the “ penetration” of the psy-

TWO QUESTIONS 
of high 
significance arise from the fact 
of this heavy flurry of Nixon- 
Dean contact in early 1973. 
First, what was Dean as the 
President’s counsel doing in all 
those crucial post-Watergate 
days when the two were not 
meeting, and did Mr. Nixon 
know of D ean’s activities? Sec­ 
ond. why did it suddenly be­ 
come im portant to the Presi­ 
dent to talk to Dean 35 times in 
about a month and a half? 
What Dean was doing from 
the June 17 W atergate burglary 
weekend until his transcribed 
Sept. 15 meeting with the P resi­ 
dent is spread on the 1973 Sen­ 
ate W atergate hearing record, 
with some parts corroborated 
by other witnesses and some 
challenged. 
He says that starting with 
Monday, June 19, 1972, he took 
part in the W atergate coverup 
sitting in that day on at least 
two key meetings.

Gray, says he induced Assist­

Peterson to limit the inquiry to 
the burglary episode and to

David Young, Dwight Chapin 
and Gordon Strachan, in a 
separate room out of a grand 
jury’s earshot. 
Dean says he also served as 
busy go-between, keeping track 
of what various people were 
doing about the coverup, and 
reporting reg u larly to top 
Nixon men H. R. Haldem an and 
John Ehrlichman. They have 
denied this, but my sources say 
Dean did just that and pre­ 
sumably they relayed the run­ 
ning story to the President him­ 
self 
INDEED, the whole tone of 
the first Dean-Nixon conversa­ 
tion Sept. 15 suggests their 
common knowledge of a broad 
effort to limit the official in­ 
quiry. The President describes 
the situation as a 
"can of 
worms,” says “the people who 
worked this way are awfully 
e m b a rra sse d ,” and com pli­ 
ments Dean on putting his fin­ 
ger on leaks “that have sprung 
up here and there.” They could 
not have understood each other 
at that point, without joint 
aw areness, tra n sm itte d by 
someone, of Dean’s doings. 
My sources argue Mr. Nixon 
began intensively in February, 
1973, to talk to Dean not just to 
learn things but to draw him 
into a “set-up” posture where, 
if necessary, he could be asked 
to take a fall to help insulate the 
President himself from direct 
involvement. He was asked 
bluntly, on April 16, to quit. 
Say my sources: If you want 
to understand what Mr. Nixon 
was doing in those 35 talks, go 
see the movie “The Sting.”

more than a second-rate public 
relations man. He wiggles, he

and he weaves. He cannot face 
John Mitchell. He yields lo John 
Ehrlichm an’s stronger will. He 
is concerned above all things 
with a 
“scenario,” 
with

“strategy,” with a "line ” He 
does not lead, he merely goes 
along. His purpose is to stall, to 
conceal, to mislead. Finally, to 
be sure, he does act decisively: 
He wrings a resignation out of 
John Dean and reluctantly lie 
lets H. It. Haldeman and E hr­ 
lichman go. But the whole rec­ 
ord is a record of cynicism and 
amoralitv. 
THERE IS MORE. Mr Nix 
on w as charged w ith surrender­ 
ing these tapes as evidence to 
the House Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, The transcripts that he ol 
lered are fatally defective. The 
Washington Post has counted 
1.670 notations of “ inaudible" 
or “unintelligible.” Newsweek 
has counted 
1.787.

The President

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Mayor’s Court Bill Arts Show Scheduled 
Is Facing Obstacle 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
controversial bill eliminating 
mayors’ courts and creating 
more than three dozen new 
judgeships in Ohio faced a ma­ 
jor obstacle today in the House 
Rules Committee. 
Leaders called up the om­ 
nibus bill for consideration as 
the lawmakers returned from 
their primary election recess. 
Action was on tap on several 
major measures this week in 
the hope the Senate and House 
can quit for the year in about a 
month. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan’s new 
supplemental 
appropriations 
bill, allocating $43.5 million 
from anticipated state lottery 
revenues, received a top prior­ 
ity among new matters pro­ 
posed since the legislature re­ 
cessed April 4. It is among 
about 80 new bills. 
It would earmark $14.9 mil­ 
lion for retirement of Vietnam 
bonus bonds and $12.5 million 
for vocational education con­ 
struction in the fiscal vear 
starting July 1, among other 
things. 
House Finance Chairman 
Myrl Shoemaker. D-88 Bourne- 
ville, who will sponsor the a # 
ministration bill, said he want­ 
ed to discuss it with members of 
his 
com m ittee 
before 
in­ 
troducing it. He indicated he 
will call a committee meeting 
today to look at proposed ex­ 
penditures other than the $27.4 
million for vocational education 
and the bonus. 
The remaining $16.1 million 
would go for various projects 
enumerated by the governor a 
week ago. Republicans in­ 
dicated they will not go along 
with what they called “Gilligan 
pork barrel” proposals aimed 
at getting votes in an election 
year. 
Senate Finance Chairman 
Max H. Dennis, R-10 Wilming­ 
ton, called Gilhgan's bill “a list 
of misplaced priorities” and 
said Senate Republicans plan to 


oiler 
a 
supplem ental 
ap­ 
propriations bill of their own. 
Dennis was especially critical 
of the Gilligan bill because it 
ignored the issue of tax relief. 
House Judiciary Chairman 
Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, 
is sponsor of the omnibus courts 
bill w hich he said could come to 
a 
floor vote in the House 
Wednesday. The Rules Com­ 
m ittee considered it at a 
meeting last week, but it fell 
one vote short of the seven 
needed to schedule it for a floor 
vote. 
Wilkowski said he has the 
seventh vote in Rep. James P. 
Celebrezze, D-4 Cleveland, who 
was absent from last week’s 
Rules Committee session. 
The Toledo lawmaker said he 
intends to remain firm against 
efforts by some House leaders 
and others to take out the may­ 
ors’courts abolition but retain 
the new' judgeships. 
Many of the lawmakers are 
under local pressures in their 
home districts to retain may­ 
ors' courts which often provide 
significant municipal revenues. 
Wilkowski and others include 
traffic “speed traps" among 
their arguments to get rid of 
them. 
They also contend that since 
most mayors head up law en­ 
forcement efforts in their com­ 
munities, it is wrong for them to 
sit as an official in the judicial 
branch of government. 


However, most of Ohio’s esti­ 
mated 500 mayors’ courts have 
survived a 1972 decision of the 
US. Supreme Court that said, 
among other things, that the 
courts 
could 
receive 
guilty 
pleas but not try the case of a 
defendant who pleads innocent. 
Wilkowski conceded that if 
the bill gets to the House floor, 
amendments will be offered to 
strip the measure of the may­ 
ors’ courts provision. “I will be 
against all the amendments 
and argue the bill on its merits.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-A 
Toledo lawmaker’s efforts to 
place gun control in the hands 
of a “blue ribbon” committee 
may be made on the House floor 
Thursday.

Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, 
said Monday he has an amend­ 
ment ready that would revamp 
an earlier proposal to outlaw 
cheap handguns known as 
“Saturday night specials.” 
The House defeated the Sat­ 
urday night special bill before 
the legislature began a five- 
week recess April 3. but Wil­ 
kowski and the main sponsor. 
Rep John A Galbraith. R-69 
Maumee, plan to bring it up for 
reconsideration 
Wilkowski said his amend­ 
ment would take out the lan­ 
guage outlawing Saturday 
night specials—those weapons 
that 
m elt at 
800 degrees 
farenheit or less—and instead 
provide for a committee that 
would 
study 
“ the 
whole 
problem” of gun control 
Wilkowski said he plans to try 
to bring the matter up Thur­ 
sday unless other key bills in 
which he has an interest, in­ 
cluding an abortion control bill

Democratic Chairman Wil­ 
liam A.Lavclle was kept in of­ 
fice by acclamation Monday 
night after a move to oust him 
fizzled at a meeting of the par­ 
ty’s newly elected state central 
committee. 
Kent B. McGough of Lima, 
the GOP chairman, was re­ 
tained in similar fashion earlier 
Monday at the organizational 
meeting of the new Republican 
State Central Committee. 
Forty-one of the 46 members 
of the GOP committee were 
present for its closed meeting in 
a downtown hotel. Lavejle said 
44 of the 46 Democrats attended 
their session at the party’s state 
headquarters. The Democrats 
opened their meeting to the 
news media. 
By law. each central com­ 
mittee is comprised of a man 
and woman from each of Ohio’s 
23 congressional districts.

Kentucky Pineappla Cake 
A reader kipply contributed 
the recipe for this fabulously 
good pound-type cake and we 
adapted it. 
3 cups unsifted flour, 
1 teaspoon baking powder, 
Butter, 
2 * 4 cups granulated sugar, 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
(i large eggs, 


>4 cup milk 
20-ounce can crushed pineapple 
in heavy syrup, 
14 cups confectioners’ sugar. 


Line bottoms of two 9 by 5 by 
3 inch loaf pans with wax 
paper; 
butter 
paper. 
Thoroughly stir together flour 
and baking powder. Cream 14 
cups butter, granulated sugar 
and vanilla ; thorough^ beat in 
eggs one at a time. Stir in flour 
mixture in 4 additions alter­ 
nately with milk and 34 cup 
undrained pineapple (spooned 
into measure just as it comes- 
from the can) until batter is 
smooth (except for pineapple) 
each time.Turn into prepared 
pans Bake in a preheated 325- 
degree oven until cake tester 
inserted in center comes out 
clean — about 1 hour and 25 
minutes. While cake is baking, 
thoroughly drain the remaining 
pineapple — there will be 1 cup; 
use leftover syrup some other 
way. 
Blend 
confectioners’ 
sugar and *4 cup soft butter; 
stir in drained pineapple; set 
aside. Turn baked cakes onto 
wire 
racks. 
Remove wax 
paper; turn right side up; spoon 
confectioners’ sugar mixture 
over tops of hot cakes Cool 
completely.

One sure fire way to ruin a 
perfect look is usually done 
unconsciously. Gum cracking is 
extremely unpleasant to the 
people who must listen to it, and 
it looks as bad as it sounds. 


DEAR FOLKS: Looks like 
with the price of food reaching 
up to the moon that we are 
going to have to get back to 
pasta more. 
Well, one of my dearest 
readers has sent me a hint that 
I have tested many times and I 
find it not only perfect but the 
easiest way yet. And don’t you 
take any bets, ’cause you’re 
gonna lose. 
I have never had a failure, 
and it’s really a fuel-saver, and 
a time saver since there is 
absolutely no pot-watching. 
And I have overcooked, un­ 
derboiled, and burned many a 
pot of pasta! 
Here’s the way: 
Fill a 
4-quart pot three- 
fourths full of water and bring 
to a full rolling boil. (Rolling 
boil means the bubbles come to 
the cop and burst quickly.) 
Then add salt. 
After the water is again 
bubbling fast and furiously, put 
in your spaghetti slowly, and 
give it a good stir. Then im­ 
mediately put the lid on the pot 
and twist it (that makes a 
vacuum) and turn off the heat. 
Let this sit for exactly 20 
minutes. Don’t remove the lid 
during this time. That’s the 
secret. Then drain quickly 
because it’s done, folks. 
Another thing I have found 
since using this method: If you 
make up your elbow macaroni 
in the morning (I usually do this 
for casseroles), and don’t finish 
your recipe till that afternoon, 
then, after draining the hot 
water off, immediately plunge 
the macaroni or whatever into 
cold water. This prevents 
overcooking, which is what 
causes sogginess. 
Here’s something else I 
learned from restaurants and I 
use it all the time: 
They 
cook 
batches 
of 
spaghetti, macaroni, etc. ahead 
of time to use in salads next day 
and 
keep 
it 
in 
their 
refrigerators—under water—in 
stainless steel or glass jars for 
as long as two or three days. 
And we often wonder how’ we 
can go into a restaurant and get 
good 
spaghetti 
in 
seven 
minutes? They just drop it in 
boiling water for a minute and 
drain through a large strainer. 
And folks, try something I 
discovered which costs you 
practically nil and makes any 
pasta look scrumptillyous: 
Add 
some 
yellow 
food 
coloring to the water in which 
you boii spaghetti, macaroni 
and, especially, egg noodles. 
You’ll get the shock of your life 
at the difference. Looks like 
you’ve used a pound of butter. 
Makes it into a rich new dish 
entirely. Not just plain old food. 
Be sure to clip this out and 
put in your cook book. I do not 
keep back columns, folks, so 
you have to save this one.

Moscow Trip 
Of Kissinger 
Is Unlikely 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A Kissin­ 
ger is unlikely to make a w idely 
forecast trip to Moscow to 
prepare for a planned summit 
visit by President Nixon, it has 
been learned. 
Any Kissinger decision to 
forego such a trip seemed cer­ 
tain to raise questions about the 
status of Nixon’s own summit 
intentions. At the least, it was 
seen fueling further speculation 
that 
a 
significant 
arm s 
limitation agreement cannot be 
negotiated in time for a meet­ 
ing of the President and Soviet 
Communist party chief Leonid 
I. Brezhnev. 
The White House reiterated 
Monday 
that summit 
plans 
have not been affected by the 
House 
impeachment 
inquiry 
and that Nixon still intends to 
be in Moscow late next month. 
Some American newsmen in 
the Soviet capital also reported 
receiving word there that a 
Kissinger visit prior to the 
summit was unlikely. However, 
a high State Department offi­ 
cial expressed bafflement at 
this, saying he still expects Kis­ 
singer to precede Nixon to Mos­ 
cow. 
If Kissinger indeed foregoes a 
presummit journey he once de­ 
scribed as likely, it was under­ 
stood he would cite as the rea­ 
sons his own busy travel sched­ 
ule and the short time period 
remaining before late June. 
Although it seems apparent 
there has been some delay in 
firm planning for a Nixon trip 
to the Soviet Union, the White 
House 
repeatedly 
has 
a t ­ 
tributed this to the normal 
workings 
of 
the 
diplomatic- 
process.

Ziegler,

House press secretary, told 
new smen April 12 that the dates 
for a Moscow summit would be 
announced formally within two 
to three weeks. 
Word that Kissinger might 
not go to Moscow in the weeks 
just ahead also seemed likely to 
add to recurrent rumors that 
Nixon hopes to make an early 
trip to the «Middle East, perhaps 
later this month. 
The President is on record as 
looking forward to a visit to 
Egypt and has been invited to 
do so. If he does go to Cairo he 
also would be expected to visit 
Israel and perhaps such other 
Middle E a s te rn nations as 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait. Kis­ 
singer. of course, w ould accom 
pany him.

But they still hope they 
can convince reluctant coun­ 
terparts to join their strike. 
The walkout called by the 
most adamant of the owner-op- 
erators began Monday with 
truck traffic reported close to 
normal on major highways. 
T here w as sporadic rock- 
throwing, but no reported in­ 
juries. And markets and food- 
processing centers, some of 
which were forced to shut down 
during a similar action last 
February, reported little dif­ 
ficulty 
in 
obtaining 
com ­ 
modities on time. 
No solid estimate was avail­ 
able on how many truckers 
were taking part in the strike. 
John Robertson, a striking 
trucker from Marietta, Ga., 
predicted the strike would 
grow. He added: 
"I look for more violence to 
come out of this thing. But it 
isn’t because the truckers are 
angry. They are beyond the 
point of being angry. It is sheer, 
utter frustration.” 
At Joplin, Mo., the Four-State 
Independent Trucers Associ­ 
ation voted Monday night to 
continue the shutdown and to 
picket a pipeline company and 
a farm cooperative. 
Police in most states reported 
Monday that truck traffic was 
about normal, although there 
were congregations of up to 100 
striking drivers at truck stops 
in Texas. Some drivers said 
they would wait to see how the 
strike progressed before decid­ 
ing whether to join it. 
Scattered rock-throwing was 


reported along the Pennsylva­ 
nia Turnpike in western Penn- 
svlvania, site of considerable 
violence in February. Several 
truck windshields were shat­ 
tered, but there were no in­ 
juries. 
Meanwhile, the Senate re­ 
jected by a vote of 51 to 29 a 
proposal by Sen. Bobert J- 
Dole, R-Kan., that would have 
increased the speed limit to»60 
ni.p.h. Dole contended the 
present limit imposes a hard­ 
ship on truckers and residents 
of rural areas.

Sixth Grade Gives Play

\ oungsfers in some Columbus 
Public Schools are spending an 
half-hour or so each week talk 
ing about their individuality 
and feelings and deciding 
what’s important in life. 
The pupils are learning about 
decision-making, value-sorting, 
Self-awareness and self-valid­ 
ation as part of a pilot project in 
career education. 
The “ Learning to Live” pro­ 
gram is to motivate kids to be­ 
come part of the world of work, 
said Joe Cofer, a career educa­ 
tion coordinator. 
The 
program 
follows 
the 
“ Learning to Earn a Living” 
program offered last year in 
the same district to about 4.‘(KH> 
students m elementary, junior 
high and high schools. 
Cofer said the program re­ 
flects the fact that many em­ 
ployers say the most important 
l>art of working is the attitude 
ol the worker toward his job 
and toward himself. 
The only rules of the program 
arc no put-downs and positive 
reinforcement. 
The youngsters divide into 


pairs and one tells the other 
about his birthday, or what per­ 
son has influenced his life the 
most, or what his dream house 
looks like. His partner then tells 
the class what he thinks has 
been said. 
To teach 
value-sorting, 
a 
child may be given 10 wishes, 
then taking away seven and fi­ 
nally nine, he must decide 
which is most important to him. 
Value clarification and deci­ 
sion making involve having the 
children describe themselves 
as either an ocean or a forest, a 
yes or a no. a fly swat ter or fly- 
Iviper. and to talk about their 
choices 
/ 
Cofer said today’s student 
has a more difficult time of 
adapting to modern society. He 
said students are exposed to 
value systems from their par­ 
ents. their peers and television. 
Learning to Live is a tech­ 
nique for sorting these values 
so 
the 
student 
is 
better 
equipped to handle situations.

Cofer said the program is not 
graded, and said teachers are 
learning along with students.

prices, new figures hv the Agri­ 
culture Department continue to 
show cattle producers are 
caught in an unprofitable bind 
that has persisted for the past 
six months. 
Consequently, according to 
USDA experts, the supply of 
teedlot cattle is expected to re­ 
main tight, at least until — and 
if 
the much-awaited 1974 
corn crop materalizes in record 
proportions. 
According to the latest farm 
price figures, corn on April 15 
averaged $2.41 per bushel na­ 
tionally. down sharply from 
$2.68 a month earlier and well 
below the record $2.76 set in 
mid-February 
Market prices of fed cattle, 
meanwhile, have jogged up and 
dow n a bit but mostly have held 
in the range of $40 to $42 per 100 
pounds. 
A year ago. when fed cattle 
were selling for a little more 
than they are now. corn was 
around $1.40 per bushel mean­ 
ing that UK) pounds of market 
steer then sold for enough to 
buy about 30 bushels ol corn. 
Lately. 1(M) pounds of live steer 
have been worth only around 
one-half the amount of corn of a 
year ago. 
Department economists have 


developed statistics to show 
what the cattle-eorn situation 
means even further to produc­ 
ers. During the first quarter of 
1974 those figures spelled out 
one thing: the feedlot business 
lost money. 
During the JanuaryM arch 
period, according to the depart­ 
ment’s Economic Research 
Service, it cost $40 94 in feed 
alone to produce too pounds of 
weight gain on a steer 
During 
the 
same 
three 
months, 
according 
to ERS, 
choice-grade fed steers at Om 
aha averaged $45.40 per HHi 
pounds. But feed is only part of 
the cost of production, and 
when all expenses are added 
.the January March cost of Hhi 
pounds of live steer was $51.13 
per hundredweight 
That meant a loss of around 
$6 per KM) pounds 
more than 
$60 per head 
for the first 
quarter, assuming that all leed 
and other costs were paid for at 
prices prevailing during that 
time 
The ligures do not take in ac­ 
count prices |>aid by producers 
lor feeder livestock purchased 
earlier, grain laid away months 
before or other expenses in­ 
curred m advance 
But the quarterly ligures do 
serve to illustrate on a com­ 
parative basis what has hap­ 


pened in the feedlot business, 
and that includes smaller farm 
feeders as well as the big com­ 
mercial facilities. For ex­ 
ample : 
In the first quarter of 1973, 
when fed market cattle were 
bringing about what they are 
now . it took only $18.49 worth of 
Iced to produce 100 pounds of 
steer. The total cost, including 
all other expenses, was $29.21 
per loo pounds, meaning that 
the profit margin in January - 
March 197:1 was a delight to 
producers. 
Put another way. according 
to first-quarter figures by 
USDA. the cost of producing 
feedlot cattle more than dou­ 
bled in 12 months while prices 
producers received remained 
about the same
